U. S.-Soviet Issue Nears 
In U. N. on Balkans' Issue 


By JOHN A. PARRIS JR- 


LAKE SUCCESS, June 15 (AP)—Battle lines were be- 


ing drawn today for a Russian-American showdown in the 
United Nations on the Balkans. 


This became clear as the Security council prepared to 


consider findings of a U. N. balkan 
inquiry commission placing upon 
Yugoslavia the primary blame for 
support of Greek guerilla warfare, 
and holding Bulgaria and Albania 
blameworthy to a lesser degree. 


As a prelude to an impending 


showdown, the Balkan commis- 
sion set a meeting for tomor- 
row morning here to discust 
ways and means of assisting 
the Security council in its dis- 
cussion of the Balkan issue ex- 
pected to begin June 23. 


The commission returned to the 


United States the past week after 
an on-the-spot investigation in the 
Balkans. Its report on the role of 
Yugoslavia, Bulgaria and Albania 
in Greek guerilla hostilities will be 
submitted to the Security council 
a week from tomorrow. 


Some delegates expected dtecus- 


sion of the report to result in a 
complete airing of the Balkan sit- 
uation, possibly including a U. S. 
statement on the recent Common

hands of specialists for the Civil 
Aeronautics board. 


William K. Andrews, In charge of 


air safety investigation for the CAB. 
told reporters he could make no 
statement now on the altimeter nor 
any other angle of the crash. He an-' 
nounced the start of an official in- 
quiry, to cover all phases, and said 
that until it is completed he can say 
nothing. 


The CAB plans to issue a preli-

Swiftly-clearing skies a short time 
aftor the crash made the cloud- 
capped mountain tops visible. 


Majoi 
Miller said il appeared 


that all the dead except one would 
be identified. The task of identifi- 
cation of the shattered bodies was 
made more difficult by the 
fact 


that the number of bodies found 
exceeded the number known to be 
aboard when the plane left Tucson. 


"The 
explosion must have 


been terrific. 
There was quite 


a 
load 
of gasoline aboard," * 


Major Miller said, "and there 
was a series of smaller explo- 
sions. 
The whole mountain 


was lighted up. The men never 
knew what hit them." 


After circling twice over this 


manufacturing village and nearby 
Perkinsville. -the whole sky was 
lighted by a great flash and the 
roar of the engines ceased. 


Law enforcement officials, fire- 


men, National Guardsmen and oth- 
ers, 
including Wheelock, sped to 


the lonely mountain on whose up- 
per slope a dim light marked the 
flaming wreckage and burning trees 
.and underbrush. 


But when they had climbed miles 


.h-tangled.-ledge ribbed 


slopes criss-crossed with hurricane- 
felled trees, they found that little 
remained of the big plane, shattered 
to bits by the impact and explosion. 
Bodies and parts of bodies and 
wreckage were strewn for a thou- 
sand 
feet along the 
outcropping 


granite. Parts of the plane hung 
75 feet in the air in trees. 


Pilot Wheelock, who was one of 


the first to reach the scene and 
obtained the identifying serial num- 
ber from an escape hatch, said: 


They must have come in at 


tremendous speed. 
It seemed 


that the right wing must have 
hit a tree. It seemed that this 
had swung the tail to the left 
and the plane cartwheeled into 
the ledge." 


He expressed himself as puz- 


zled over the plane's striking the 
mountain, however. He said, "They 
couldn't have had the radar on or 
they would have located it."
